MOSCOW <ff—The Soviet Union 
warned the Western powers Thurs­ 
day night that Russia 
and 
its 
East European Communist allies 
would increase their armed forces 
if West Germany is rearmed. 
In notes specifically aimed to 
prevent Western ratification of the 
Paris agreement to rearm West 
Germany , Russia told the United 
States, 
Britain 
and 
France the 
stepping up of Red armaments 
was “to counteroppose the growing 
armed forces of the aggressive 
states threatening the maintenance 
of peace.” 
Discussion of the German q ues­ 
tion, Russia said, will depend upon 
Western rejection of proposals to 
rearm Bonn. 
Together with its notes to the 
Western powers the Soviet govern­ 
ment 
delivered 
the 
tex t 
of 
a 
declaration adopted at last week’s 
Moscow 
security 
conference 
of 
eight East European Communist 
armaments under a unified com­ 
mand — presumably Russia — to 
counter the prospective rearm a­ 
ment of West Germany . 
Ratification of the London-Paris 
accords, 
which 
would 
virtually 
free the Bonn Republic and link 
its 
rearmed 
forces 
to 
NATO 
through the Western European Un­ 
ion, appeared threatened in West 
Germany itself. Chancellor Kon­ 
rad Adenauer’s firm hold on the 
upper house of the federal Parlia­ 
ment was loosened when Socialists 
and three Right Wing parties in 
Bavaria formed a state coalition 
against rearming. This coalition, if 
it is able to hold the power in the 
| state, will oppoint Bavaria’s six 
representatives 
in 
the 
Federal 
j Bundesrat (upper house). Loss of 
Adenauer’s two-thirds majority in 
the Bundesrat poses a serious new 
threat to ratification of the rearm- 
! ament treaties. 
The Soviet notes said rearming 
West Germany would make im­ 
possible the unification of the East 
and West zones of Germany . They 
added that ratification of the Lon­ 
don-Paris agreements “ will bring 
about 
an 
intensification 
of 
the 
arms drive and will create new 
obstacles to achieving an agree­ 
ment on the reduction of arm a­ 
ments. 
“Such a policy leads to the trans­ 
formation 
of 
Western 
Germany 
into a militarist state, with all the 
dangerous conseq uences 
thereof, 
not to mention the fact that the 
remilitarization of Western Ger­ 
many will make impossible her 
reunification with the peace-loving 
Eastern German Democratic Rc-

TOKYO Uf — Mamoro Shigemitsu, named today as 
Jap an’s New foreign minister and deputy prime 
minister, say s his nation’s “position is quite fixed 
we definitely are in the democratic camp .” 
Jap an “ wants to contribute as a democratic coun 
try to the stabilization of Asia and the peace of the 
world,’’ say s the peglegged veteran diplomat who 
signed Jap an’s World War II surrender 
Shigemitsu, a convicted war criminal, said Jap an’s 
new government under Prime Minister Ichiro Ha- 
toy ama hopes to improve United States-Japan re j 
lations still further. 
“ The Communists consider us a greater enemy 
than former Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshida,” said 
Shigemitsu in an interview with the Associated 
Press. 
The new Hatoy ama government “ has no fight with 
Yoshida’s opposition to Communism, but we want 
to oppose them effectively ,’’ he said. “ Yoshida did 
nothing to cope with anti-American propaganda 
launched by fellow travelers in Japan, thereby 
tacitly encouraging it. We want to put a period to 
it." 
Shigemitsu, 65, was convicted as a war criminal 
in the 1948 war crimes trial and sentenced to seven 
y ears. 
He was paroled Nov. 21, 1950, over the 
protests of the Russians. 
He wants more trade with Communist China as 
one way out of Jap an’s economic difficulties, but 
“ we don’t expect much 
We had a great deal of 
trade with China before the war but we don’t ex­ 
pect any thing lik e that. It is not easy to do business 
with a Communist-controlled state.” 
“ We will trade with Communist countries within 
the limits set down by international agreement 
among free nations. 
We will not go bey ond those 
limits,” he said. 
Jap an will, however, “ consult with other demo­ 
cratic countries to try to narrow down the limita­ 
tions on trade.” 
The new Prime Minister named 16 conservatives 
to his caretak er Cabinet which will rule until gen­ 
eral elections in March decide which way Japan 
will go. 
Nine of the 16. as well as Hatoy ama himself, were 
once purged from political life by the U. S. occu­ 
pation. 
Despite that, the Cabinet is considered pro-Ameri­ 
can by Japanese politicians, editors and observers. 
As expected, Hatoy ama named no socialists.

Originally, when the U. N. was 
formed in 1942, a committee of ex­ 
perts was appointed on this.

Since, whenever Russia gets up
